The Current River Plan

However, after studying the de- 
tailed plan as submitted to Con- 
gress ‘and which was passed by 
our own Missouri Legislature), it 
is my opinion that we should be 
very careful that the end result 
of the plan does not spoil the 
long range values of the area 
which this country should pre- 
serve forever.

The Oil Man’s Choices 

The owner of oil producing 
property has a choice of two 
methods of converting that prop- 
erty into cash. 

First he may sell it outright. If 
he selects this method, and if he 
has held the property for as long 
as six months, he may deduct 50 
per cent under the provisions for 
capital gains and pay tax on the 
+ balance. 

Or second, he may produce the 
oil and sell it at the surface. In 
this case he will generally receive 
a higher price but must assume 
the risks of production and must 
substitute the 2742 per cent de- 
pletion allowance for the 50 per 
cent capital gains deduction. 

It is the old story of the “bird 
in hand” plus the added factor of 
' a comparative tax disadvantage in 
reaching for the two birds still in 
the bush. 

If we should increase that dis- 
advantage by disallowing even the 
2714 per cent then the production 
of oil, as compared to selling out, 
Would be decidedly unprofitable. 

If we push the taxpayer to the 
point of a sellout then we will 
have reduced the tax base from 
7212 per cent of production in- 
come to 50 per cent of a lesser 
figure.

The District Plan 


The district proposal now before the Metro- 
politan Freeholders creates a new government 
of limited powers to administer only those 
services that neither city nor county can han- 
die on their own. In our judgment that is its 
great virtue. It does what is necessary to 
solve metropolitan problems; no more, no less. 

Unlike the merger proposal with which it 
is competing in a board divided virtually 
down the middle, the district plan would not 
disturb a single existing government, with the 
exception of the Metropolitan Sewer District 
which it would absorb. The merger plan as- 
serts jurisdiction over metropolitan, munici- 
pal, school and other problems of local gov- 
ernment; the district plan would tackle only 
metropolitan questions. 

Functionally, the district plan is derived 
almost wholly from the recommendations of 
the university political scientists who put to- 
gether the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. 
The six services the agency would be empow- 
ered to perform are traffic control, regula- 
tion and possibly operation of mass transit, 
sewers, economic development, area-wide 
planning and civil defense. The plan also 
permits the district to assess and collect its 
own taxes. 

* . . 

Structurally, the plan provides in effect for 
a weak-executive form of. government. We 
think this is a mistake. There would be an 
elected chief executive called the District 
Administrator (a rather awkward title), and a 
15-member Board of Supervisors, with 11 
elected by districts and four at large; two of 
the at-large members would be from the city 
and two from the county. The at-large pro- 
vision permitting every citizen to vote for five 
supervisors, or one third of the board, is a 
good one. 

The District Administrator could make ap- 
pointments of his various departmental direc- 
tors only with approval of the Board of Su- 
pervisors. This is unduly restrictive. The 
Administrator has responsibility for execut- 
ing policy and should have at least as much 
authority as the St. Louis Mayor. 

Traffic regulation would be subject in large 
measure to the dictates of the Board of Super- 
visors, which might lead to the kind of traffic 
regulation by aldermanic amateurs that has 
plagued St. Louis. A method giving the Su- 
pervisors only veto power over the traffic en- 
gineers might be more workable. One such 
concept was spelled out in the 1957 City 
Charter. 

* . e 

A serious question arises as to the wisdom 
of limiting the district to a 50-cent property 
tax. Such a levy would raise some $13,000,000 
and that might prove to be insufficient to op- 
erate the district. The $1 limit provided in 

the Missouri Constitution for municipalities 
would seem to be more appropriate. Should 
not provision also be made for exceeding the 
limit by a vote of the people? 

Elections present another difficulty. The 
plan would provide for the election of the 
District Administrator in November of non- 
presidential years; he would be nominated at 
the August primary. District issues would 
tend to be subordinated to state and national 
issues, and the District Administrator and 
those Supervisors who were running would 
appear on a ballot made excessively long by 
the elections for county office. Why should 
not district elections be conducted in the 
spring along with the municipal and school 
elections? 

The two plans deserve careful scrutiny 
and constructive criticism by all persons in- 
terested in good government. A public hear- 
ing on the district plan will be held Monday 
at 3 p.m. at the board’s offices, 6611 Clayton 
road, Clayton; a hearing on the merger pro- 
posal is scheduled for Tuesday at 3 at the 
same place. 


McClellan on the Court 


Chairman McClellan of the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, who is also a 
member of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
has gotten off a diatribe against the Supreme 
Court that would be worthy of his colleague 
from the state to the east of his, Senator East- 
land of Mississippi. Speaking before the New 
York Economic Club, the Arkansas Democrat 
Said: 

Within the last four years the Supreme 
Court has rendered more than a dozen deci- 
sions that warrant severest criticism. These 
decisions have usurped the legislative pow- 
ers of Congress, favored Communist and 
criminal elements and set aside precedents 
and decisions established when the Court was 
composed of justices learned in the law and 
schooled in the rudiments of American 
jurisprudence. 

We believe the former Arkansas prosecutor 
knows better than this. We credit him with 
being a better informed man than his spout- 
ing off would suggest. Through his hot words 
shine, ever so plainly, the Supreme Court's 
public school desegregation decision. 

And that reminds us, when Faubus-induced 
violence and mob rule took over the capital 
city of his state, at Central High School, what 
was John L. McClellan doing to restore order 
and decency and respect for law? 


Landlocked Dictatorship 


Dictator Batista’s ouster in Cuba focussed 
attention on Latin America’s principal re- 
maining dictators: Generalissimo Trujillo in 
the Dominican Republic, and Gen. Alfredo 
Stroessner in Paraguay. ‘The free-wheeling, 
high-spending behavior of the former is well 
known in North America, but Paraguay is 
largely a land-locked mystery. 


In recent weeks there have been reports 
of preparations by Paraguayan exiles to in- 
vade their homeland as Fidel Castro invaded 
Cuba. But foreign military attaches in Asun- 
cion believe President Stroessner has a firm 
grip. His police are feared and reportedly 
led by a former Croatian fascist; his army 
uses old weapons but is tough and ready. 

War, and revolution, have been a way of 
life for Paraguay. The present population of 
1,530,000 (in a land the size of California) is 
not much larger than a century ago when 
Paraguay lost a war and a million lives fight- 
ing three larger neighbors. The Chaco war 
with Bolivia in the 1930s was a bloody epi- 
sode. Today Paraguay is at the bottom of 
the hemisphere’s underdeveloped states, has 
little to export beyond timber and some cot- 
ton, and illiteracy exceeds 50 per cent. 

Having first won power by a coup, Gen. 
Stroessner and his Colorado party have used 
police state tactics to retain authority. But 
in fairness these tactics are not new to Para- 
guay. In other years under other parties and 
rulers the people had no recognizable liber- 
ties and the police banged on doors in the 
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night. Nowhere in the New World does the 
cause of democracy seem more hopeless. But 
that cause seemed hopeless only a few years 
ago in a half-dozen republics which have since 
freed themselves of tyranny, Paraguay is a 
good place for the United States to practice 
what Dr. Milton Eisenhower last year advised 
—warm abrazos for democratic governments, 
correct but cool relations with dictators. 


What the Railroads Ask 


There is something to be said, either in 
part or in whole, for all the elements of fur- 
ther railroad relief suggested by Daniel P. 
Loomis, president of the American Associa- 
tion of Railroads. Mr. Loomis, who had al- 
ready proposed an end to featherbedding— 
union make-work practices — now proposes: 
1. Repeal of the 10 per cent wartime excise 
tax on passenger travel. 2. Accelerated tax 
write-off of capital investments, from 40 years 
at present, to 15 years for rolling stock and 
20 years for other stock. 3. Permission for 
the railroads to operate truck, airplane and 
barge service. 

As in the instance of featherbedding, we 
think there is a plain case for repeal of the 
tax on passenger tickets. The 3 per cent tax 
on freight was repealed last year. Both ex- 
cises were enacted to discourage civilian use 
of the railroads. The reason behind them no 
longer exists; to the contrary, it is now in 
the national interest to encourage civilian pas- 
senger travel. Repeal of the passenger tax 
makes even more sense than did repeal of the 
freight tax, for it is larger and it is on the 
unprofitable end of the railroad business. 

Accelerated write-off of capital investments 
for purposes of computing taxes has been a 
useful device in other fields for pump-prim- 
ing. There is no reason to suppose it would 
not be equally useful in the railroad field, if 
carefully safeguarded against abuse. 

Mr. Loomis’s final proposal contains, we be- 
lieve, the least merit. To some extent, prob- 
ably, the railroads should be allowed more 
latitude in truck operation so as to enable 
them to operate store-door pickup and deliv- 
ery service efficiently. To go much beyond 
that would be to give them a club with which 
to beat their competitors to death. 

Undoubtedly the railroad relief measures 
of the Transportation Act of 1958 need ampli- 
fication this year. The industry will help its 
own cause by keeping its proposals such as 
will enable it to compete with its competitors, 
but not to crush them. 


Daylight Saving Time in Illinois 

A bill to establish uniform daylight saving 
time throughout Illinois for six months of 
each year now has the approval of the House 
Executive Committee at Springfield by the 
overwhelming vote of 34 to 1. This vote 
would appear to foretell passage and that in 
turn would enable Illinois to pull its present 
confusing patchwork time pattern into a con- 
sistent system. As it is now, not only are 
some cities and counties on daylight time 
and others on standard, but some communi- 
ties actually use both times! If Illinois can 
adopt daylight saving time on a statewide 
basis, its experience will be an encouragement 
to other states which now are plagued by the 
refusal of some communities to join in a de- 
sirable saving in time, effort and daylight. 


The Cheaters Cheated 


Yale’s President Griswold said recently 
that the athletic scholarship constitutes ‘‘one 
of the greatest educational swindles ever per- 
petrated on American youth. Its aim is not 
the education of that youth, but the entertain- 
ment of its elders, not the welfare of the ath- 
lete, but the pleasure of the spectator.” 

These scholarships have slowed educational 
reforms, he said. They have blocked the con- 
solidation of substandard high schools. They 
impel students to choose colleges for other 
than educational reasons. They mock our 
supposed concern about the standards of 
Russian education. Worst of all, they sanc- 
tion hypocrisy. 

Nobody argued with President Griswold 
openly when he said these things at Johns 
Hopkins. Yet only the most naive would be- 
lieve that he was sure of the acclaim of all 
educators. Actually, representatives of the 
Big Ten, the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation and of various colleges soon de- 
fended the practices he condemned. They de- 
fended them with the very arguments he had 
refuted. One. Southwestern college official 
said schools are tied to communities and that 
communities like sports spectacles, so it is 
up to the schools to stage them. As a clinch- 
er, this man pointed to former athletes in 
Legislatures, on boards of trustees and among 
the officers of alumni associations. 

It is clear enough to whom this educator 
looks for educational policy. So long as com- 
munities—or considerable elements in them— 
really care more about sports than about sci- 
ences, sports hardly will be neglected. Stu- 
dents will be cheated, but the cheating com- 
munities also will cheat themselves. 


Conflict-of-Interest Bill 

Senator Clifford P. Case has reintroduced 
his conflict-of-interest bill which died in com- 
mittee in the last Congress. Its purpose is 
simple enough. In the words of the New 
Jersey Republican it is to “promote public 
confidence and integrity” in both executive 
and legislative officials. 

Many of Senator Case’s colleagues will not 
like his bill. It would require them to dis- 
close their financial interests. The reason 
for this is that members of Congress need to 
be above suspicion and the way to be in the 
clear is to submit financial reports at stated 
intervals. 

Perhaps even more revolutionary is that 
section of the bill which would require item- 
ized expense accounts for travel by members 
of Congress or staffs of congressional commit- 
tees and publication in the Congressional 
Record.. But revolutionary or not, this is scru- 
tiny that every member of Congress ought to 
be willing to undergo. 

Still another provision would establish a 
commission on standards for the purpose of 
drawing up recommendations on conflict-of- 
interest problems that confront members of 
Congress and on the relationship of legislators 
to the executive agencies. 

Up to now there has been much more sauce 
for the goose than for the gander.. Senators 
and Representatives can expect the country 
to insist on their adherence to reasonable 
standards. The current session would do 
well to take up the Case bill, study it fairly 
and sympathetically and see how much good 
there may be in it,

A Defense of the Farm Program 


lowa Editor Says Policy Has Fed Nation, Lowered Food Costs Without Undue Subsidy

Our kind of farm problem, over- 
production, is a serious one for 
farmers, to be sure. But from the 
general public point of view, it is 
not a problem at all—it is a mark of 
magnificent achievement. The Amer- 
ican people have no worries about 
being short of food. Agriculture is 
not a limiting factor on economic 
growth in this country. Yet many 
Americans seem to have the idea that 
farming is a hor- 
ribly inefficient 
industry, heavily 
subsidized and 
mis- managed by 

of the Government. 

“AL First, let’s look

public in the form 

of taxes. The’ De- 

partment of Agri- 

culture budget is one of the largest 

non-defense items in the federal 

budget — in recent years it has 

amounted to from 5 to 7 billion 

dollars a year. This huge sum often 

is labeled as a farm subsidy, and 

despite attempts by some farm 

leaders to put the facts straight, the 
myth still lives on. 


The greater part of the budget 
goes for general services which are 
of benefit to the entire population. 
NOT just to farm people. These 
services include scientific research, 
education, grading of farm and food 
products, market reporting, the For- 
est Service, soil conservation work, 
and a great many other activities. 
The budget also includes such things 
as the Rural Electric Co-operative 
loans, which are being repaid on 
schedule and can hardly be lumped 
off as a subsidy. 


In the last 25 years the Federal 
Government has been trying to pro- 
tect agriculture against the effects 
of its own abundance—by price sup- 
ports, direct payments for making 
acreage adjustments, putting land 
into soil conserving uses and so on. 
How much have these subsidies 
amounted to? According to the De- 
partment of Agriculture's calculation, 
the cost of programs for stabilization 
of farm prices and income never

amounted to as much as 1 billion 
dollars a year until 1955. In 1955 it 
amounted to 1.4 billion dollars, in 
1956 1.9 billion dollars and in 1957, 
3.3 billion dollars. The 1958 figure 
may be still higher, but it will be a 
long way from the 7 billion dollars 
often labeled as farm subsidy. 

Even these Department of Agricul- 
ture figures on cost of farm income 
supports are somewhat misleading. 
The 3.3 billion dollars for 1957 in- 
clude more than $600,000,000 loss

to the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion from sales of farm commodities 
to foreign countries. There is a ques- 
tion whether this loss should be 
called farm subsidy or foreign aid 
The Commodity Credit Corporation 
also lost $171,000,000 in 1957 from 
the sale or donation of farm products 
in this country, including distribu- 
tion in the school lunch program. Is 
this general welfare program all to 
be charged as subsidy to farmers” 

The reason why price supports 
cost the Government so much money 
is that farm production controls have 
not worked. The drive to improve 
farm technology, spurred by federal 
and state research and educational 
programs, has been a far more pow- 
erful force. Or, to say this the other 
way around: If farm production con- 
trols were effective, market prices of 


farny products would be above the 
support levels. So the cost of farm 
income supports would not appear in 
the federal budget. Instead it would 
appear in the price of food, and the 
public would pay all of it in the 
food bill instead of partly in the tax 
bill. That's the way tariff subsidies 
are paid, of course; they don't loom 
up in the federal budget. 

One more point should be men- 
tioned. A sizable proportion of the 
cost of farm programs consists of 
payments to private warehousemen, 
exporters, and other handlers of 
grain, dairy products and cotton. No 
one should assume that all the money 
for farm programs goes to farmers. 

The American consumer has done 
very well under the farm programs. 
The proportion of his income spent 
for food has declined steadily. It's 
true that people buy more packaging, 
more pre-cooking and other services 
with their food. But they spend 
relatively less for the food itself 
than they did before the farm pro- 
grams began. 

The average income of farm péo- 
ple, including money value of house 
rent and food and fuel consumed on 
the farm, was about half the average 
income of city people in the mid- 
‘30s. Farm income per person today 
is about half of non-farm income per 
person. So farm people are no better 
off compared with the rest of the 
population than they were in the 
mid-'30s. 

Far be it from me to defend all 
the farm acreage-allotments, price- 
support and other programs. Many of 
them have been ill-conceived. The 
price supports on a few basic crops 
have been a clumsy way of trying 
to protect farm income in a period 
of over-abundance. Acreage controls 
haven't worked well and have led to 
some distortions in production. We 
need to be looking for better ways of 
Stabilizing farm income. 


But a good case could be made, I 
think, that the net effect of acreage 
changes under the allotments, plus 
incentive for better land use 
through conservation programs, plus 
the reduction of uncertainty through 
price supports, have advanced the 
overall efficiency of agriculture, in- 
creased total output and lowered 
food costs to consumers.

Artificial teeth that appear 
to fit the gums are not neces- 
sarily good for the jaw. Dr. 
Victor H. Sears of Vallejo, 
Calif., a specialist in dentures, 
said here today. 

Speaking at the ninety-third 
annual meeting of the Wash- 
ington University Dental 
Alumni Association, Dr. Sears 
said deafness, running ears and 
humming buzzing sounds in the 
head can result from misplace- 
ment of the lower jaw by den- 
tures. 

Dr. Sears, who has designed 
Several devices used in denis- 
try, said artificial teeth that 
Jook natural are not always the 
best. 

Wenture service, he added, 
should include placing the 
lower jaw at a degree which 
best protects the gums and the 
joints just in front of the ear. 
The chief way of putting the 
lower jaw in a state of equili- 
brium is by elevating the 
teeth, he explained. 

When this is done, it is then| 
important to devise the ar- 
rangement of artificial teeth so 
that the gums and joints where 
the jaw hinges will be protec- 
ted against injury as thé den- 
tures are worn, he stated. 

The speaker, author of more 
than 150 articles and seven 
books on dentistry, said the 
forms of the teeth and the way 
they are placed should be done 
according to engineering prin- 


ciples.

he made to Burma many years 
ago. Here, in shortened form, 
is what he wrote: 

“In 1905 my wife and I left 
Calcutta, India, on a voyage to 
Burma. It required three days 
and nights for us to reach the 
city of Rangoon. We arrived 
near sundown and were met by 
Elder and Mrs. Heber Votaw. 
Mrs. Votaw, by the way, was 
the youngest sister of Warren 
G. Harding, senator from Ohio 
and later President, We spent 
a restful night at their home.
